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HON.  JOSHUA  BALLARD  SMITH 


Mr.  Smith  was  born  in  Durham,  July  28,  1823, 
the  son  of  Valentine  and  Elizabeth  (Ballard)  Smith. 
He  was  educated  in  the  Durham  schools,  and  is  one  of 
the  few  living  alumni  of  the  old  Durham  Academy. 
In  early  life  Mr.  Smith  took  an  active  interest  in 
public  affairs  and  has  served  the  town  and  state  in 
all  the  higher  offices,  with  the  exception  of  governor, 
for  which  he  was  honorably  mentioned. 

He  served  the  town  as  moderator  ten  times,  town 
clerk  1851-1856,  selectman  for  nineteen  years,  being 
chairman  of  the  board  from  1863-1866,  during  which 
period,  owing  to  his  careful  financiering,  he  kept  the 
town  from  the  heavy  debt  that  so  many  New  Hamp- 
shire towns  incurred.  He  served  on  the  board  of 
selectmen  in  1894,  this  being  his  last  public  service 
in  town  affairs. 

He  served  as  town  treasurer  eleven  years,  and 
represented  the  town  in  the  general  court  in  1865- 
1866  and  1868;  was  state  senator  1875-1877,  and  on 
the  governor's  council  1877-1878.  The  house  in 
which  he  lives  was  built  in  1735.  The  photograph 
was  taken  when  he  was  ninety-nine  years,  five 
months  and  twenty-seven  days  old.

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 


In  presenting  my  fourth  annual  report  as  libra- 
rian of  the  consolidated  library,  it  is  a  satisfac- 
tion to  call  attention  to  the  constantly  increasing  use 
of  the  library  and  its  books.  The  following  figures 
as  to  circulation  both  within  and  without  the  library 
building  will  illustrate  this  increase.  They  show  a 
93  per  cent,  increase  in  library  use  of  books  and  a 
39  per  cent  increase  in  home  use  of  books  for  the 
four  year  period.

These  books  were  the 
twenty-five  children's  books  selected  by  vote  of  the 
American  Library  Association  and  the  National  Edu- 
cation Association  as  the  best  collection  for  a  coun- 
try school.  The  librarian  also  spoke  at  the  Novem- 
ber meeting  of  the  Parent-Teacher  Association  on

The  library  continues  to  maintain  class-room 
libraries  in  all  the  schools  of  Durham  and  in  addi- 
tion sends  adult  books  to  the  schools  at  Packers  Falls 
and  Durham  Point,  which  serve  as  library  deposit 
stations  for  the  people  of  those  neighborhoods.  Our 
greatest  need  is  for  more  and  better  books  for  the 
class-room  libraries.  What  the  children  read  now 
will  largely  determine  what  they  read  as  adults.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF 

SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Durham  : 

The  boys  and  girls  of  Durham  are  worthy  of  the 
best  we  can  give  them.  They  will  grow  up  to  face 
conditions  of  working  and  living  far  different  from 
those  we  had  to  face.  There  will  be  keen  competi- 
tion. Whether  they  live  in  the  city  or  in  the  coun- 
try, they  will  have  to  compete  with  the  people,  most 
of  whom  have  had  advantages  of  a  first  class  edu- 
cation. We  cannot  afford  to  give  our  boys  and  girls 
any  less  than  the  best  teachers  and  the  best  schools 
we  are  able  to  provide. 

It  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult,  except  in  the 
larger  places,  to  get  good  teachers.  During  the  past 
spring  and  summer  w^e  scoured  the  State  and  invaded 
Vermont,  Maine  and  Massachusetts  in  the  effort  to 
find  qualified  teachers  who  would  be  willing  to  teach 
in  Durham.  The  normal  schools  are  not  training 
enough  girls  to  meet  the  demand  and  would  have  to 
make  a  teacher  out  of  every  one  in  every  three  of  our 
high  school  graduates  in  order  to  meet  the  yearly 
need  of  trained  teachers.  Pennsylvania,  New  York 
and  New  Jersey,  realizing  for  some  time  that  they 
could  not  supply  all  their  own  schools,  have  increased 
salaries  and  invited  the  cream  of  the  teaching  force 
of  New  England  to  come  in. 

Our  problem  is  to  make  teaching  in  our  schools 
so  attractive  that  the  best  teachers  will  be  willing  to 
come  to  us  and  stay  with  us.  Fault-finding  and  un- 
informed criticism  will  not  win  them.     Only  a  sym- 
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pathetic  understanding  of  the  many  problems  a 
teacher  has  to  face  daily  and  a  cheerful  spirit  of 
working  together  on  the  part  of  all  those  who  have 
to  do  with  the  schools,  will  make  it  possible  to  secure 
and  retain  good  teachers.  If  living  expenses  are  high 
in  Durham  for  the  teachers,  salaries  will  need  to 
correspond. 

Good  teaching  is  a  highly  technical  matter,  which 
has  been  largely  developed  and  vastly  improved  in 
our  generation.  It  is  fully  as  technical  as  surgery 
or  engineering  and  requires  just  as  much  study  and 
skill.  It  is  no  longer  to  be  regarded  as  a  single 
process  which  anyone  can  carry  out,  but  as  a  multi- 
tude of  different  processes  for  each  one  of  the  studies 
to  be  taught,  including  dozens  in  arithmetic,  six  in 
spelling,  ten  in  reading  and  numerous  others  in  writ- 
ing, geography,  history  and  the  other  studies.  Each 
one  of  these  processes  requires  a  background  of 
psychological  fact  and  understanding  of  child  nature 
that  only  the  trained  and  experienced  teacher 
possesses. 

The  good  teacher  who  understands  her  business, 
who  can  train  minds  and  not  spoil  them,  is  worth 
fully  as  much  to  the  community  as  the  engineer,  the 
architect,  the  dentist  or  the  surgeon.  She  should  be 
paid  accordingly.  The  latest  report  gives  the  me- 
dian salary  for  village  teachers  in  schools  of  three 
rooms  or  more  as  $900,  for  Maine  and  New  Hamp- 
shire;  $1100  for  Massachusetts  and  Rhode  Island; 
$1200  for  Connecticut  and  New  York;  and  $1400  for 
New  Jersey.  This  means  that  most  of  the  teachers 
in  neighboring  States,  except  Vermont,  in  schools 
like  ours,  are  receiving  more  money  than  some  of  our 
teachers  and  indicates  that  we  are  not  paying  too 
much  in  Durham. 
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The  village  school  has  about  reached  its  capa- 
city. The  junior  high  school,  with  its  three  teachers, 
could  take  care  of  more  pupils,  but  the  grade  rooms 
are  full.  Yet  the  primary  class  is  the  largest  and 
promises  growth  for  the  school.  While  nothing 
need  be  done  at  present,  I  believe  that  the  time  is 
coming  shortly  when  the  people  of  Durham  will  want 
to  enlarge  their  school  facilities.  Such  enlargement 
is  needed  at  present  for  the  numerous  pupils  who  go 
to  Dover  for  the  last  two  years  of  High  School  at  con- 
siderable expense  to  the  town  and  to  their  parents 
and  at  considerable  inconvenience  to  themselves.  It 
is  needed  also  to  take  care  of  pupils  of  kindergarten 
age. 

There  is  some  demand  in  Durham  to  get  children 
of  kindergarten  age,  that  is  from  four  and  a  half  to 
six  years,  into  the  public  schools,  I  do  not  believe  it 
is  wise  to  take  them  in  with  our  present  organization, 
principally  because  we  have  no  place  to  take  care  of 
them.  They  need  a  special  room,  special  equipment 
and  a  specially  trained  kindergarten  teacher  who  can 
devote  all  her  time  to  them.  It  is  quite  a  mistake  to 
crowd  them  in  with  the  older  first  and  second  grade 
children.  That  would  neither  be  fair  to  the  older 
pupils  nor  to  the  little  ones  themselves.  I  believe  it  is 
harmful  to  children,  no  matter  how  active  or  mental- 
ly bright,  to  force  them  into  primary  work  before 
they  reach  the  natural  age  to  which  the  work  is 
suited.  The  age  limit  for  entering  first  grade  ought 
to  be  fixed  at  six  years,  with  the  possible  allowance 
that  any  child  becoming  six  before  January  might 
enter  in  September.  This  does  not  mean  that  I  am 
opposed  to  kindergarten  work.  I  believe  in  it  most 
heartily  and  hope  that  the  Durham  parents  will  find 
some  way  to  provide  it  for  their  children. 
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As  it  seems  probable  that  the  Packers  Falls 
schoolhouse  will  continue  in  use,  we  ought  to  make 
a  beginning  of  the  much-needed  improvements.  For 
this  year  there  should  be  provided  a  ventilating  stove, 
a  cupboard  for  text-books  and  supplies,  and  improve- 
ments of  the  toilets. 

In  spite  of  the  wish  for  improvement  that  I  have 
with  regard  to  every  school  in  the  Union,  I  recognize 
the  need  of  scrutinizing  expenses  carefully.  Yet  I 
cannot  see  where  any  of  the  school  money  provided 
for  the  current  year  is  being  spent  needlessly  or  is 
being  squandered.  I  think  Durham  people  may  well 
have  confidence  in  the  School  Board  and  depend  on 
them  to  conserve  the  interests  of  the  town  as  well 
as  to  promote  the  well-being  of  the  schools. 
.  The  cordial  friendliness  extended  to  me  by  the 
people  of  Durham  is  highly  appreciated.  The  friend- 
I  ly  counsel  of  the  School  Board  and  the  loyalty  and 
devoted  service  of  a  faithful  corps  of  teachers  have 
made  the  year's  work  one  of  increasing  satisfaction.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD 


The  affairs  of  a  school  district  require  constant 
study,  educational  matters  everywhere  are  getting 
more  and  more  attention,  our  State  system  appears  to 
be  gradually  improving  school  conditions.  The  board 
feels  in  our  own  schools  we  have  an  efficient  teaching 
force,  capable  supervision  and  satisfactory  work  is 
being  performed. 

The  proposed  law  increasing  High  School  tuition 
to  seventy-five  dollars  per  year  will  place  an  addition- 
al burden  upon  the  district  if  enacted — possibly  the 
district  may  wish  to  consider  adding  the  two  final 
years  of  High  School  to  our  own  village  schools  very 
soon.  Mrs.  Emerson  resigned  in  the  fall.  She  was 
a  careful  and  painstaking  member  of  the  board  with 
much  ability.  As  plans  for  the  year  had  been  com- 
pleted, the  board  did  not  fill  the  vacancy.  Following 
is  list  of  teachers  and  salaries:
